In many manufacturing establiah- 
menta the cost of tho power to drive a 
magooto-olectrio machine wonld scarcely 
bo felt, as oaly two or three horso-power 
at tho Most would bo required. The eo>t 
of the carbons ia aaid to bo leas than five 
cents per hour per lamp on the Jaoklooh- 
koff plan ; another eatimato is about 
twice as much, but, porhapa, refers to 
two lampa instead of ono. An electrio 
light which does not, according to tho 
accounts, appear to bo constructed on 
tho Jacklochkoft' plan, tested in praotioal 
service in La Ohapelle, France, costs, in- 
cluding motive power for the macbine, 
about tivelvo cents per hour per lamp.
